The time has Cot yet 
arri'ed when it w.ouId bo safe or even 
prudent for adventurers to turn ibeir atlen- 
tioo towards Alaska. 1 speak Irotn what 1 
know. 

Mirtin, the wizard, arrived here by the 
California, and is to giTe u* a few exuibi 
tions in his line, aud I expect ho will do very 
well. 

Tte crew of ibe Jamestown made up a 
purse of two hundred dollars anil presented 
it last Mouday to ibe Very Rev Father Mau- 
dart, who is here.

We cannot sco thut as citizens of Vic- 
toria wo are called on to be excessively 
jubilant over the location of tho Scat of 
Government at this place. Tho move- 
ment was one in which the whole country 
possessed a direct interest, and tho whole 
country has equal cause to rejoico at its 
success. Local, considerations never 
weighed a feather with us— never influ- 
enced our policy in tho loust. Tho ques- 
tion was one of simple expediency and 
economy. Common sense brought all to 
protest against a waste of public money 
by tho coutinuance of the offices at a 
point so ill-adapted for them as New 
Westminster. It was not tho selffsh 
feeling engendered by a prospective ri.so 
in real estate, or a desire to profit by the 
yearly expenditure in our midst of a few 
thousand dollars by the officials that 
caused Victoria and her representatives 
to take so decided a stand in this respect. 
Victoria's opposition sprang entirely from I * 
a desire to liavo the Government effic- 
iently and economically administered by 
the location of its seat at a point that 
could be easily reached at all seasons and 
at all times — where it could claim and 
receive, at a moment's warning, the sup- 
port of Her Majesty's naval forces, and 
where it could have easy communication 
with every part of the world. Such are 
the motives which actuated Victoria in 
urging its claims upou tho country, which 
claims are enhanced by her possession 
of the buildings necessary to tho proper 
transaction of the public business. The 
same feeling actuated the hundreds in the 
Upper Country who signed the memorials 
prayiug for the location of tho Capital at 
Victoria. It is a mistake to suppose the 
petitioners could havo been actnated by 
any feeling of hostility to New Westmin- 
ster; and, it is an equally fallacious idea 
that Victoria wished to sacrifice tho 
country to secure her own prosperity. 
The movement, from first to last, was a 
patriotic one. The entire country is 
deeply interested in having -'s Govern- 
ment admiuislered in themos'. economical 
manner consistent with efficiency. As 
proof of the correctness of this wo have 
only to point to the vote taken upon the 
resolution on Thursday. Both mover and 
seconder are popular members represent- 
ing interior constituencies; only two pop- 
ular members voted for tho retention of 
the Seat of Government at New West- 
minster; and the member for Big Bend 
who supported New Westminster's claims 
last session, declared in favor of Victoria 
on Thursday. The result proves that 
the agitation was not local and that it 
was not instituted for local aggrandize- 
ment or preferment. The iuterests of the 
Upper Country wcro a3 much involved by 
tho question at issue as those of the lower, 
and such being the case we cannot under- 
stand that Victoria alono is called on to

The Squadron Regatta. 

Thursday proved the most delightful day 
of the seaaoni Tba eun shooa brightly otiii 
all natura eeutnud to smile upon tba en- 
doivvora of tlia Kont'icinan oonucoled with 
Her Mujjsty's Squadron on Ibis station to 
contribute to llio reoreation and erjoyment 
ol tho colonists. In every respect tha Re- 
gatta was nu undoubted success— in the 
iavuricg stale of tha woather, in the kind 
mauuer iu whieb Hear Admiral Hastiogs 
and his gullaut offioera ieceivod and enter- 
tained their guesHund in tha interesting and 
exciting aquatic contests which cams off. 
Nut a ciicurnsluuce occurred to mar tha 
pleasures of the day. From an early hour in 
tba moruiug Esqiirnalt harbor was dotted 
with boats of evury sizu aDil shape, filled with 
eptictalora unxioua to witness the sport. 
The vessels comprising H. M.'s Squadron, 
were Riiily decked with flags and streamers, 
and every bit of buntiui; on shore was throwu 
to the breeze. On the flagship were nsaem- 
bled tha lady and gentleman guests of the 
officers, who watched with absorbiug interest 
the lively scenes pausing around theui, or, 
impelled by the Beduotiva Btrains of the 
Xiulous band, miogled in the mazy dance.

Just 
within the mouth of Enquimalt harbor, 
around a bet auchorod oD Magazine Inland 
and back to the stern of the fhgship Zealous. 
It was originally intended that live boats 
should contest for this first prize, but iu con- 
sequence of some misunderstanding the Cam- 
eleon's two cutters did not get off, so the 
Admiral's barge and tho first a-nd second cut- 
tera of the Zealous wer.t it nlcmo. The three 
toats dashed off at the boom of a goo from 
the Forward, and proceeded swiftly up tho 
harbor. At the start the first cutter was the 
favorite ; but soon after rouoding the boat 
off Magazine Island it became evident tbat 
the barge must win, which she did, passing 
under the stem of tho Zealous far in advance 
of her competitors, and receiving the hearty 
plaudits of the spectators as she rounded to. 
For the second race the Reindeer's first aod 
second cutters and the Sparrowha wk's first 
cutter started. The boats kept well together 
until their noses were pointed homewards, 
when tho Reindeer's first cutter rapidly in- 
creased the distance between herself and the 
ether boats and reached the winning-post 
nearly hull a minute ahead of the Sparrow- 
hawk's cutter, the third boat being "nowhere." 
Tho third race— the content of the day— was 
between the Zaalons' launch, pinnaca and 
life-boat, and Nos. 3 and 4 harbor pinnace. 
The boats were off at 'ho sound of the can- 
dod, No. 3 pionuco lending tho van, the 
launch bringing up the rear at 
least seven longibs behind the boat 
in advance. Awuy the boats dashed 
past the Forward and Oameieon as they lay 
at anchor, the email oralt that dotted the 
aurlace of the harbor hastening to "clear the 
track" and afford the contestants, a "fair field." 
The boats passed swiftly into the narrow 
neck tow »«d«. M a, « r. joe, Mp'} v r >>SLJ?IftS«. 
straming every nervb. 

The Ipuoco rapidly overtook the lile-bont and 
and No. 3 pinnace, and the boats passed out 
or si»ht behind a hill of rocks. When next 
they shot into view tho launch occupied the 
second position in tho race— the first pinnace 
still well ahead, and No. 4 pinnace several 
lengths behind. Ir> rounding the stakeboai 
tho first pinnace led. On tho homeward 
stretch tho interest manifested was intense 
The content had natiowed dowti to s 
struggle between tne launch and the firsi 
pinnace. Every glass was levelled at the 
Bwilily-advanoing boats. The ppray at each 
dip ol the oars gleamed in tho bright sun- 
light liko o shower ol pi&rls — the rowers 
koeping time with rapid, yet methodical 
stroke ns tho craft rose and fell beucuth the 
influence of the brawny aims that propelleu 
them. On came the two boats — the first 
pinnace twenty lengths ahead; t tie launch 
gaining ground sluwly but surely, and her 
men exerting evary rnuiclo to win the day. 
Past tha last point that cuts them off from 
the anxious gaze ot the multitude, and out 
come the boats into full view of all, A cheer 
arisos. The pinnace is ton lengths ahead 
but the launch is gaining— surely gaining. 
" Pull, boys, pull 1 Ouo more da^h !" Bcreum 
the coxswaios, and the "boys" apply them- 
selves with redoubled energy to lhair work, 
the stout ashen blades bending with the 
foroo of tho Herculean strokes, On and on 
hey come— the writers seething beneath the 
bows and hissing as if in resentment at being 
thus disturbed. Scarce 200 yards remain 
to be rowed ; if victoiy be achioved by the 
launch it must bo within tho next half minute. 
Only six lengths behind — and tho pinnaco 
orow exhausted ! "Ouo mora dash, boys, 
aid victory is yours I" On comes the great 
liuncb, closing rapidly tho gap. Victory 
seems assured, when the pi;maco crew tud* 
d.'nly rouse themsolves for a final struggle 
bend again to their work, nod with a few 
•well-directed strokes ruu under tha stern of 
the Zealous, guining the day by (our boats' 
length. Throe hearty choera lor tho gullant 
crew ring out from tho big ship, tbotiroJ men 
droo .their oar^aml the b/)i\U..; "iVip.b.. a <ac«. 
inont bolore seemed endowed with life, fluato 
Edly oh logs on the gluasy surface of tha har- 
bor. The fourth race— between the Zealous' 
Reindocr'e, Sparrowhawk's and Camelerm'e 



second gigs— was won by the Sparrowhawk's 
gig with apparent ease. For the fifth ruce 
the Admiral's galley, Beaver's whaler and 
Cameleon's first gig were entered — the Cam- 
eleon winning with scarcely an effort. The 
sixth raco was between the Reindeer's pin- 
nace and the Cameleon's pinnace— tho for- 
mer winning. This race was well contested 
throughout — the Reindeer's only winuing by 
about two boats' lengths. In tha seventh 
'ace — cutters pulled by Marines — the Zeal • 
cus' boat carried off the prize. Tha eighth 
(or dingy) race was won by the Sparrowbawks. 
The ninth race— in which four. oared gigs 
were rowed respectively by officers from tho 
Reindeer and Zealous— was won by the crew 
of the former. The tenth race was between 
the coppor punts of t.ho Zealous, Sparrow- 
hawk and Reindeer, each propelled by five or 
six men armed with stoker's shovels. These 
punts are queer looking specimens of Naval 
architecture. They resemble an octagonal 
box and are used while cleaning the 
ship's copper. The rr ce was in the highest 
sonso grotefquo and amusiug. Tho punts 
were instructed to Btart from the bow of the 
flagship, row around tho Reindeer and buck 
to the point of departure, Tho Sparrow- 
hawk's punt took the lead and maintained it 
throughout, the Rsindeer followed noxt in 
order and the Zealous lar behind. The ap- 
pearance of tho men (who were attired in 
fancy coituraesj and tha stranga api ear- 
ance of the craft reminded ooe lorcibly of the 
story of the " three wise men of Goihura who 
put to sea in a bowl." And a wash-bowl 
the Reindeer's punt in truth proved, for mid- 
w.iy between the Zealous and Reindeer a 
shmit and a splash were heard, the Reindeer's 
puut wen t down headforemost, and in less 
time than it takes to tell it ba!f-o»dozcn 
brnvo fellows were struggling for dear lile id 
the cool waters of the harbor, Thoy wero all 
rescued by boats that went to their assist- 
ance. Victory rested with the Sparrow- 
hawks, amid the oheors aod laughter of the 
spectators. For the sailing race a 
large numbor of boats alartod ; but 
after rouuding thn stake-boat, the breeze, 
_whi,ch.ha,d b_e.eq.llg.rjt all (lay foil . to n. <! pail, 
calm, uDd the boats remained lazily floating 
with the tide until the orew iu the Zealous 
pinnace hit upon Ibe novel dovico of attach- 
ing a line to the stern of the boat aod hauU 
ing on it with all their strength, the cox- 
swain, meanwhile, working the rudder 
violently; The device imparted a rocking 
motion to the boat aud by it she was finally 
enabled to como in winner. 

With this raco the day's sport eDded and 
tho guests retired early iu the evening, 
having passed one of the pleasantest days it 
had been their lot to enjoy for many yeaiB. 
Admiral and Mrs Hastings wero assiduous in 
attention to their guests, who were also 
courteously received and entertained on 
bonrd the noble iroc-clad by Capt DawkinB,
